The 
McAdoo people declared that the 
whole week's effort to wear him out 
had been a falldre. 

There was no doubt hatever, 
that the votes of the convention were 
ready for any lucky man who could 
turn one of those lucky tricks of 
convention legerdemain which pull a 
Presidential nomination out wl 4 hat. 

KNOCK ING HEADS#, 

With the three leaders knocking 
their heads together friends of the 
candidates of lesser strength showed 
renewed determination to keep their 
favorites in the running. 

The attitude of the dark horse 
backers, who on the last ballot of 
Saturday night held a combined 
strength of one-testh of the con- 
vention, helped to teck the situa- 
tion tighter. Fer the present the task 
of putting over anyone of the big 
three withott breaking into the block 
of votes seemed remote. 

The list of dark horses for whom 
movements seemed to be on 
included John W. Davis of Went Vir 
ginia, Senator Glass of Virginia, Sen- 
ator Owen of Oklahoma, Momer 8. 
Cummings of Connecticut, and-Bain- 
bridge Colby. 

Champ Clark was talked of by 
some and so was Vice-President 
Marshall. There was an indication 


te that Indiana, which supported him 


solidly at the outset, might soon re- 
turn to him if the deadlock con- 
tinues. 

The two votes for President Wil- 
son on the twenty-second ballot, fhe 
first to be cast for him throughout 
the long grind of rol) calls, were not 
regarded as prophetic of a swing in 
his direction. The idea of his homi- 
nation for a third term seemed to be 
farthest from the thoughts of even 
his most devoted followers. 

Ot the four heading the lesser 
group, Ambassad Davis hed the 
greatest strength. is vote o the 
final roll call Saturday had been 
fifty-two. After. conferences his 
friends tonight were e ing more 
strength, but nothing am- 
pede at the start tomorrow... 

,OWEN APPEARS. 

Rankifig next to Davis on the 
twenty-second ballot was Senator 
Owen with thirty-five, which in 
cluded Nebraska votes controlled by 
Bryan. It was recognized that Bry- 
an had been deprived, by his defeat 
on the prohibition tissue, of most of 
the power he might have held over 
the destinies of the Presidential con- 
test. 

There was still talk of Senator 

Glass. In all dark horse camps the 
attitude was the same; they were 
hoping for 4 break tomerrow but 
were convinced that they would have 
te bide their time while the man- 
agers of the leading three tried out 
any new alignments they might 
have arranged over Sunday. 
The situation in the Democratic 
convention with respect to the bal- 
loting is much the same as it was at 
Baltimore eight years ago. 

In that convention the deadlock 
caused the convention to edjourn 
over Sunday. 

The closing hours of Saturday's 
tumultuous, session were prophetic 
of the scenes which might be ex- 
pected when the battle is resumed 
tomorrow. 

Demonstrations began with. the 
switch of a handful of votes.* The 
band and pipe organ joined in re- 
peatedly and wrought mightily to 
stimulate the efforts*of partisans. 
Scrimmages occured around State 
standards where support of the can- 
didates was di@ded. Rival partisans 
fought te get them into the parades 
that lurched througn the aisles or 
to keep them out. Frequently the 
big placards that marked the place 
of State delegates were destroyed in 
the struggle. 

When an announcement from the 
platform showed Cox. strength to 
be approaching 500, there came a 
tumult of Cox enthusiasm rivaling 
the earlier outburst when New York 
broke and planted seventy-three 
votes behind the Ohio Governor. The 
red-coated Cox band, the red-headed 
yell leader, and the leather-lunged 
rooters jumped into the uproar. 

SCENTED DANGER. 


McAdoo supporters scénted 
danger. As by magic, they organized 
on the floor in oppositien and with 
the Texas standard leading, began 
a parade of their own. The big Lone 
Star fag of Texas came out of re- 
tirement and a flock of southern 
and Western State banners were 
thrust into line. The Cox band be- 
gan a march around the gallery 
alele. Ahead of them capered an 
elderly but agile Ohioan exhorting 
spectators to join in the uproar. Ohio 
delegates on the floor joined in. Foi- 
lowed by a group of mid-western and 
eastern standards and led by a big 
Cox banner, they swung through the 
‘aisles in one direction while the Me- 
Adoo parade surged slowly and 
jerkily ahead through the crowd in 
the other. 

The Ohio band and the regular 
convention musical forces get at 
odds. They hurled musical dom 
bardments at each other over the 
holds of the delegates. A _ terrific 
din and blare of sound was the re- 
sult. Nebody Lut the musicians 
knew what they were playing. Ap- 
parentiy nobody cared. 

When the storm of noise and ac- 
tien reached its height.

When on the call for the twenty- 
seoond ballot Georgia's twenty-eight 
went back to the Palmer fold, 
the announcement was greeted with 
laughter froin floor and galleries, 
and probably paved the way to the 
adjournment which.immediately fol- 
lowed with little dbjection. Whether 
Georgia was prepared to stick with 
Meade, if a general drift to his 
stand i¢ shown, was not known. 

When adjournment came and the 
session Broke up, managers for the 
leading candidates were as positive 
as ever in their claims of approach- 
ing victory. te leaders not di- 
rectly aligned with any camp admit- 
ted that they did not know wheat to 
expect.

The American public has declared fe 
lentiess warfare against strikes. The move 


ment has spread all over the land and the 
people are in grim earnest. They are de- 
termined to prevent the appalling cost and 
Waste of strikes, to say nothing of the dis 
orders, crimes and disturbance to civic mo- 
rale that attend the strike method of set- 
tling wage questiong. It is not alone om-

The significant developments of the year 
ere the large proportion of strikes in which 
the closed shop, rather than the question of 
Wages, was the real issue and the effective 
stand against strikes taken by communities. 
The strike has been conclusively proven 
not only a wasteful but an ineffective meth- 
od of settling differences. Developments of 
the past year clearly reveal the real issue 
{ as that of the open shop versus the closed 
shop, and all the people are involved. 
The untontte leaders and agitators not 
only find themselves opposed by employers 
and the great mass of the people, but by a 
large number of workers who became union 
members in good faith. Men who believed 
their wage grievances could be remedied 
by unions now find in many cases that they 
have no real grievance and in all cases 
that there are better and more effective 
ways to meet the situation. Newspapers 
all over the country have taken up the fight 
against the closed shop. Nation-wide sur- 
veys show that the public’s attitude toward 
all strikes is one of protest, taking form in 


eway with strikes and eliminate their aw- 
ful cost. 
The Merchants’ Association of New York 
was organized to combat strikes and to en- 
force the principle of the open shop. A

the New York World as saying, “The 
ber of men who have gone on strike 
January 1 would not be large if it were 
for the openshop movement. 
caused walk-outs in San Antonio, Beaumont. 
Austin, Dallas and Wichita Falls.” 

The Teras troubles, admittedly the result 
of the open-shop issue and not of wages, 
curtailed expenditures amounting t+ mil- 
lions of dollars and retarded civic develon- 
ment and progress. It is against such 
losses that the public is fighting. Advices 
from Texas say that the open-shop move- 
ment is gaining strength and support and 
has accomplishéd good results for business 
and industry in all the towns where it has 
been 

Strikes in Atlanta this year have been so 
unpopular that the cause of unionism there 
has been struck a severe blow. They have 
not only failed of their objectives, but they 
have been directly responsible for a strong 
popular movement for industrial freedom. 

Louisiana has taken a square and deter. 
mined stand for the open shop. When a 
strike was called last Mev on the new 
State industrial canal Gov. John M. Parker 
issued the following warnine message: 

There will be no closed shop and no 
temporizing with men who have no com- 
plaint to make of wages or hours. but 

Who deliberately threaten to allow this 

great work of the State to suffer be- 

canse they are determined to exercise 

a Bolshevistic power over those honest 

and faithful workers who are not will- 

ing to subject themselves to a tvran- 
nous control of their personal liberty 

“of conscience and action? 

Open-shop victories have been won in 
Washington, Ohio and Indiana. The people 
are finding the unions’ demands intoler- 
able. Efforts of union agitators to befog 
the issue.are failing utterly. The real prin- 
ciple at stake is the right of men to work 
untrammeled by the tyranny of union die- 
tation which seeks to deprive them of their 
liberty of thought and action. 

The strike is an evil begotten of evils. 
It was made possible by the greed of some 
employers who sought to exact a maximum 
of service for a minimum of compensation. 
In many cases hard-working men were in- 
adequately paid and they listened to the 
voice ef the labor-union organizer who told 
them that the strike was their only effect- 
ive weapon. Time proved the folly and 
the wickedness of st Wage conditions 
have improved through fair readjustment, 
and none of the credit belongs to the strike 
method. 

The wage question is a vital one to al- 
most every family in the United States. 
The laborer is worthy of his hire and em- 
ployers generally recognize the justice and 
wisdom pt paying just and adequate wages. 
The wage question is entirely divorced from 
the tissues of unionism and closed shop. 
The handwriting is on the wall. Union 
doniination of working men is doomed. The 
people have so decreed and their dictum 
ie final. 

passing of the strike will be hafled 
by no other class of people with more sat- 
isfaction than by the rank and file of union 
members. Unionite agitatom have om- 
‘broiled them in situations distasteful and 
abhorrent to them and they will welcome 
the time when workers are free. 

The strike which once se@med innocent 
enough to the great majority of union mem- 
bers who sought only to obtain better wages 
became a monstrous thing. Walk-outs of 
men, nearly all of whom are law-abiding 
citizens, have been followed by crimes with- 
out number. The gory flag of anarchy has 
been many times unfurled by labor-union 
| radicals. Hearing of murderous results of 


concerted action hy communities to do 
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strikes, union members have often said that 
these crimes could not be laid at the door 
of the unions. Deep down in their hearts 
they knew better and their very souls re- 
volted against the unholy alliance with an- 
archists and murderers in which they had 
unwittingly been entangled. 

The revolt against strikes is general and 
overwhelming. Workingmen are against 
strikes because strikes are ineffective in 
bettering wage conditions and menace per- 
sonal liberty of action. The public as a 
whole is against the strike because of its 
awful toll in money and bloodshed. 


OLTNTEER WORKERS. 

An ocean liner carrying almost 1900 
‘passengers came into New York Harbor the 
other day with a crew of three hundred 
volunteer seamen. Included in the crew 
were two bankers, a college professor, & 
member of the nobility and numerous mer- 
chants and professional men. 

The vessel came from CopenWagen and 
the reason fof the volunteer crew es in 
the strikes which threatened to put the 
Denmark shipping out of business. 

As our lamented little friend, Willie 
Shakespeare, remarks: There's something 
rotten in the state of Denmark.” 

Now they bave found out what it is. 

During the war the Danes made too inch 
money. Now that the war is over the 
Danes do not want to work more than three 
or four hours a day. They want time to 
Spend their money. There were so many 
strikes in the marine industries that for 
months it was impossible for the steamship 
companies to take care of their business. 
Sailors were demanding double pay for every 
trip and insisted on drawing their money 
in advance. The large foreign commerce of 
the nation Was threatened and the rate of 
exchange for Danish money fell to a dan- 
gerous degree. The Social Democrats had 
been able to pass a law which virtuaily 
permitted union workers to demand any 
wage they desired and collect 80 per cent 
of*it pending further adjustment. This as. 
sured them their monéy, no matter what 
happened. 

As a result they were always demanding 


more pay or going on a strike. 
Finally the sober second thought of the 


country wag aroused. The business inter- 
ests and die classes formed a league of 
their own.’ The Social Service Workers 


came into being: When a member was en- 
listed he could set to work at any point 
where he would be of most value. He was 
subject to assignment as much as would 
be a soldier, 

That is how civil engineers, bankers 
and professors may sometimes be found 
coaling ships. Over one hundred vessels 
have been sent forth in this way and the 
nation’s commerce, which would have been 
wrecked through the selfish greed and lazi- 
ness of the labor unions, has been saved. 

When the Frederick VIII came into New 
York with her volunteer crew the thou- 
sand passengers on board joined in a signed 
testimonia!] that no ner or more capable 
body of seamen had ever crossed the At- 
lantic. 

The agitators can go about so far with 
their demands and their wrecking programs 
and then the great middle class will arise 
and assume command of the situation. 
Denmark is not unique in this respect. The 
@emand may yet come in this country for 
volunteer enlistments to save the country's 
crops or commerce. After that labor will 
actually have to daliver in order to obtain 
its wage. 


HE “GREAT WHITE PERIL” 

Former Emperor Willlam of Germary. 
now plain Herr Hohenzollern, coined the 
phrase, “the yellow peril.” Copying him, a 
Japanese is accused of trying to alarm 
China with the bogey of “the great white 
peril.” An organization which has been 
formed at Shanghai to disseminate informa- 
tion in regard to the great republic with its 
400,000,000 people makes it a point to op 
pose what it calls Japanese encroachments 
on China. It declares that the lapanese 
are trying to win Chinese sympathy by 
warning them against “Anglo-American pen- 
etration” into the Far East. We are told 
that a notorious Japanese propagandist is 
hotly assailing both America and England. 
While it is unwise to pay too much atten- 
tion to this sort of thing, it is rather un- 


‘eomfortable to think that men should be 


deliberately at work on the other aide. of , 


the Pacific in an effort to poison the 

of the Chinese people against America. For- 
tunately the governments of both China and 
Japan know thet this county has nothing 
but the friendliest feelings for the two 
great nations on the other side of the great 
ocean. The exclusion question has raised 
trouble with both at various times, but for- 
tunately the statesmen of the countries con- 
cerned have been able to smooth out the 
dificulties. As The Times has so often 
remarked, this country cannot give way 
on that matter, but it has frequently shown 
that no peril threatens either Japan or Chi- 
na from America. Therefore we have every 
right to thoroughly condemn propagandists 
who speak of the United States as “the 
conqueror of the Philippines” united with 
Great Britain “to formulate a program for 
the reshaping of the world.” But while con- 
demning them, we can also laugh at them 
for their foolishness.

He is 73 years old and has seen his best 
days. His only hope lies in the possibility 
of the Unionists being unable to agree on 
‘another man. It would seem to be the pat 
of wisdom for the party to select a younger 
man because the opposition hag as its chief 
Mackenzie King, ambitious and energetic, 
who Is not yet 50, and so ts still young as 
political leaders go.

“MIRACLE WOMAN.” 


MAY ALLISON IS CHARACTER 
PORTRAYER IN NEW FILM.

A feminine version of “The Mir- 
acle Man,“ with reversed English on 
the faith cure, is “The Miracle 
Woman,” founded on Henry Arthur 
Jones's “Judah” and “The Cheater.“ 
Which is on view this week at the 
Kinema Theater. Instead of the 
crooks being reformed by the in- 
fluence of some one else's power for 
goodness, they mend their ways be- 
Cause impressed with the effects of 
the esoteric principles they them- 
selves apply for the purpose of 
bunkoing the public.
